The Place of Fat in the Diet 


ud •* 


Fat is one of the important ingre- 


dients in our diet, which includes pro- 


. teins, carbohydrates, fats, mineral salts 


and vitamins. Fats constitute a con- 
centrated source of energy, because 
they are high in carbon and hydrogen, 
low in water as compared with carbo- 
hydrates and proteins, and, in most 
instances, completely digestible. 


This fact is important in working 


out diets for those who can only take 
small amounts of food. Fats help to 
stave off hunger. It has also been 
said that a diet which is high in car- 
bohydrate and low in fat will lead to 
excessive fermentation in the intes- 
tines with resultant discomfort. 


Nutritionists still differ as to what 


'- should be the optimum amount of fat 


in the diet. For the average person, 
fats should provide one-third of the 
total intake of calories. However, for 
people with occupations requiring a 
great deael of muscular energy the 
amount of fat needed is much greater 
than for the office worker or house- 
wife. 


Apparently fats contain some sub- 


stances which are necessary for health. 
Fats differ in their qualities exactly 
as do various proteins. 


Some of the vitamins which we re- 


quire are found chiefly in fats; name- 
ly, vitamins A. D, and E. But certain 
fats, as, for example, the fat of pork 
and the vegetable oils, do not contain 
these vitamins in large amounts, as 


do the fish liver oils, such as the cod 
liver oi land halibut liver oil. 


We choose our foods for many dif- 


ferent reasons; probably, chiefly be- 
cause we like them. Sometimes the 
price factor is important. Some peo- 
ple actually choose foods in relatoin- 
ship to their special food values. 


The choice of food on the basis of 


calories alone would be an error. Fats 
should be chosen not for their calories 
alone, but for special qualities which 
are important in health. In choosing 
materials in the diet for purposes of 
supplying fat and energy, it is well to 
remember that one part, by weight, of 
either carbohydrate or protein. 


The special committee of the Cana- 


dian Medical Association has made 
the following listing of foods in the 
diet in relationship to the amount of 
fats that they contain: 


Low in fat (less than 2 per cent): 


vegetables, most fruits, cereals, bread, 
egg whites, buttermilk. 


Medium fat content (2 to 10 per 


cenu: cream soups, milk, veal, chick- 
en, turkey, lean beef, crab meat. 


Rich in fat (above 10 per cent): but- 


ter and other fats and oils, salmon, 
tuna, lamb, pork, duck, goose, egg 
yolks.

Inhibitions once firmly set can never 
be overridden without twinges of guil- 
ty conscience.The growing child who 
has been told repeatedly that it is 
wicked to dance, may dance when he 
is older, it is true, but he may have a 
fight with himself every time he does 
a two-step.

Engine Failure Is 


Blamed for Crash 


Two Engines Fail When 


Airliner Only Eight 


Miles From Part 


CLEVELAND -W— Two engines, 


which unaccountably failed eight miles 
from port, were blamed Thursday for 
the plunge of a luxurious United Air 
Lines plane into a suburban gully and 
the fiery dealh of 10 persons. 


James Brandon, velcran pilot, was 


making a lefl turn apparently trying 
to lift the falling craft over a clump 
of trees into a small field as the ship 
struck late Tuesday night, airline of- 
ficials said. 


Seven passengers, a co-pilot and the 


stewardess died with him in Ihe fire 
that followed. 
Coroner Samuel R. 


Gerber said all the victims apparently 
died from fire rather than the smash. 


As department of commerce inves- 


tigators sought causes for the plunge 
airline officials completed a prelim- 
inary inquiry and blamed failing en- 
gines. 
The plane was bound from 


Newark to Chicago. 


W. A. Patterson, president, said evi- 


dence indicated "quite conclusively 
that neither of the Iwo engines was in 
operalion al lht> moment of impact" 


Citing 140,000,000 miles of passenger 


flying between New York and Cleve- 
land without a fatality, Patterson said 
'this is Ihe first time the company has 
experienced what appears to be simul- 
taneous power failure of bolh en- 
gines." 


With one engine functioning, the 


ship would have been able to make 
airport. Instead Radio Operator James 
U 
Wynne, 
in the airport 
control 


tower frantically trying to contact the 
ship, saw its landing lights slip down 
and disappear. 


"Evidence furnished by an exper- 


ienced witness in the person of Ihe air- 
port control tower operator and others 
strongly indicates thai fire occurred 
alter rather than before the impact," 
Patterson said. 


"The plane carried fuel far in ex- 


cess of the amount necessary for Ihe 
Cleveland flight. The plane was of a 
type which airlines here and abroad 
have flown in excess of 200,000,000 
miles. It was in charge of an ex- 
perienced crew, the captain of the 
plane having flown more than 13000 
hours and the first officer was highly 
competent. The airplane and engine 
had the usual careful inspection and 
servicing before leaving Newark air- 
port. The weather was perfect."

^ revolution after the ejection 
of Huerta in 1914 emerged white- 
bearded Vcnustiano Carranza. On 
Jan. 
6, 1915, he issued a provi- 


sional decree launching important 
and long-sought reforms, includ- 
ing nationalization of petroleum, 
land laws, and legislation protect- 
ing industrial and rural labor. 


He called an assembly to sup- 


port the new. Mexican constitution 
which was promulgated Feb. 5, 
1917 
He was elected president of 


Mexico May 1. M^ny ot his ini- 
tial reforms were ITJCOTIV.-;• ' in 
the constitution \vhici> is. Mexico's 
basic document today. 


But all was not well "with the 


Carranza regime. There was cor- 
ruption in the army, banditry was 
general, Carranza faced difficulties 
with his oil decrees, the constitu- 
tion was not being enforced. 'So 
rebellion broke loose once more 
in Mexico, led by De la Huerta, 
Obregon, Calles. This triumvirate 
look Mexico City on the heels o£ 
a fleeing Carranza on May 8, 1920.

was shot, and Obregon became 
president.
